plenty of food and good water, 
and we were lacking. The Boers 
served notice on us to surrender, 
offering a fair deal. We knew 
what we would get, znd told him 
where to go. Meanwhile, we 
Sent out negro couriers to ask 
for relief, and sat and prayed for 
assistance. Some of our runners 
broke through the Boer lines and 
reached the colonies, but it was 
not until the soldiers themselves 
rose up and demanded of their of- 
ficers that Ladysmith be relieved 
that the relief column actually 
Started to save usS. 

Bare rations! Those two 
words, applied to Ladysmith, tell 
a nightmare story of human suf- 
fering that is almost unbelievable. 
Rats, cats and dogs served to 
replenish the menu, together 
with horses and other animals. 
Grass was uSed as a last resort 
to keep trom starving. Scurvy 
broke out, as it naturally would 
under such conditions, and by 
the end of. the siege, 86 out of 
my 109 men had the disease. 


LADYSMITH WOMEN 
REAL HEROINES. 

The women of Ladysmith were 
heroines. They stood watches 
with the men, and handled rifles 
with the best of us. They shared 
in the privations without com- 
plaint, and in spite of the fact 
that they were in worst shape 
than the men. One of them, a 
Lady Northcliff, | remember par- 
ticularly. The women would 
stand watches while the men 
rested.

As time dragged on, we began 
to despair of relief, and were des- 
perate enough to do anything. 
Often I and other soldiers would 
crawl out across the veld‘, kill 
some Boer for his food, and bring 
it back to the children. The 
garrison went about with hungry 
but determined looks on their 
faces, intending to die rather than 
Suffer the negroes to get hold of 
the women and children.

Immense tracts of the world’s 
populated territory are closed to Brit- 
ish trade, including Russia and the 
greater part of China, and the cot- 
ton trade never was so bad probably 
since the American civil war.”

public schools, a veritable army of 
skilled educators, are not chosen at 
haphazard. ‘There are no places for 
men who have failed in everything else 
and who have turned to teaching as an 


| “easy job,” nor for women who have | 
‘had no training of any kind and must 


find some way to make a living. The 


teacher of today must be equipped for» 
the task. Those who pass the pre- | 


liminary tests and fail to demonstrate 


‘ability soon are weeded out. Those 
who do prove ability are protected by 


civil service regulations and are cer- 
tain of their places. There is no “‘pol- 
ities” or “patronage” in the teaching 
staff, and neo teacber need curry favor 
of influential parent er city politician 
to hold a place or receive promotion. 
That has not always been true, but 
it has been the case for some years. 
It is the result of the general senti- 


‘ment that whatever factional disputes 
'may take place over school finances 


and physical improvements, the teach- 
ers must not be handicapped by poli- 
ties, 
Jobs Made Secure. 

Tnder the rules of the board of edu- 
ition, “all teachers shall be chosen 
with reference to educational, moral 
and physical fitness, and after having 


‘been once emploved as a permanent 


tencher, shall serve during good be- 


havior and effieient service.’ This ap- 


plies to principals, assistant prinei- 


/pals, department heads, directors and 
supervisors.

In a city of Atlanta's population, 


which sends more than 60.000 ehil-. 


dren to the publie schools, this

to a high degree. ‘There must be 


/gvstem. and yet that system must be. 
so flexible that it will not force every 
child to “go through the mill’ in ex-; 


actly the same way as. every other 
child. ‘here must be a study of the 
individual, of his ability and adapta- 


bility. he exceptionally bright ehild. 
must not be held back to the aver-| 


age: the dull bov or girl must not 
he forced to speed ip to keep pace 
with the others. The “mill” must 
not grind all alike, 

So, in addition to the regular 
classes, there must he special classes 
for the unusual children.. Too, there 
must be special schools for special 
needs. Voeational education is mak- 
ing greater strides, for there is a 
growing demand that children, after 
they have mastered the rudiments. 
must be taught something specific, 
given a start toward a business, a 
profession, or a trade, 

Other Special Schools. 

There must be night schools for 
special needs, “opportunity schools” 
for grown-ups whose education has 
been neglected; technical training in 
Various lines. here are high schoo!s 
for boys and girls offering academic 


courses; a technical high school for. 


boys; a commercial high sehool for 
both sexes. There are schools and 
classes for the deficient, elasses for 
the deaf, classes for the blind. All 
of these will be discussed in later 
articles, 

Atlanta’s publie school system was 
outgrown vears ago. It always has 
been overcrowded, in spite of steady 
additions of new buildings and en-

NE of the most relentless po- 
lice pursuits in criminal his- 
tory followed the sensational 
Shattuck robbery. Because

France, might have stepped out of a 
Broadway crook drama. He was 

cruel, a complete villain. And, ap- 

propriately, he is now serving life on 

Devil’s Island.

One cannot expect a desperate 
criminal to be thoughtful of other 
people’s feelings, but had the Shat- 
tuck robbers been a trifle more con 
siderate on the afternoon of April 2, 
1922, it is possible that justice might 
not have scored such a complete vic- 
tory in this sensational case. For it 
was their cruelty that inflamed Albert 
Shattuck and led him to swear an oath 
of unquenchable vengeance against 
them. 

Mr. Shattuck, a quiet, dignified 
aristocrat of 69, lived with his wite, 
a daughter of former Mayor William 
L. Strong, at 19 Washington square, 
north, New York. Their home was 
one of those exceedingly respectable 
old red brick houses that front the 
square, full of valuable old furniture 
and paintings, silverware and other 
things becoming to a house of wealth. 
Shattuck was a retired banker who 
had been a president of the exclusive 
Washington Square association.

He knew his ground thoroughly, 
of course.

and Mrs. Shattuck slept, what time 
they would arise, what time the serv- 
ants would be up and about, and what 
time they would eat.

He 
thought he saw a strong likeness to 
Mourey’s much-sought-after son.

We gave’ one 
performance in this mausoleum for 
deceased rodents; and the next day 
the Tsarevitch arrived. This was the 
future Emperor Nicholas II of all the 
Russias. Our chorus was not a large 
one, but was wonderfully good.

We sang for some three hours, and 
were rewarded with a royal gift of 
two roubles each.

The Argument from the Person of 
Christ. 


HERE is the contrast of the dif- 
ferent views of Christ. The 
lower view of 
Christ as held by 
Arians,  Socinians 
and Unit arians 
place the main em- 
phasis on Jesus as 
a matchless teacher 
of righteousness 
and an example of 
purity and unself- 
ishness. There are 
certain unique fea- 
tures which are 
withheld from Him. 

The lower view 
of Jesus has never 
worked in our 
world:- The annals 
of missionary tri- 
umph and of the advance of Chris- 
tian civilization have been attended 
by the higher conception of Jesus. 
Thts includes the estimate of the 
lower conception and more. 


Jesus lived a triumphant life. He 
never once suffered a moral defeat. 
He was prepared to give the hope- 
ful exhortation, “Be of good cheer, 
for | have overcome the world.” 

He showed to the world a new way 
of life. It was a way so distinct from 
the pagan idea and so superior to 
the Judaic idea that His early tollow- 
ers were called the people of that 
Way. 

He brought to humanity a convinc- 
ing revelation of the love of God. 
This revelation was made not merely 
through His teachings but most of 


all through the spirit of His life and 
the sacrifice of His death. 

Jesus is the Saviour of men. 

He is more than a Great Teacher, 
He is the power of God unto salva- 
tion. He meets the deepest spiritual 
need of man. He makes men victors 
in the moral conflict of life. When 
St. Paul cried out, ““O wretched man 
that | am, who shall deliver me from 
this body of death,”’ he found deliv- 
erance in Christ. 

The question is well asked: “Can 
anyone deny that His influence has 
been the chief factor in the moral re- 
newal and spiritual transformation of 
men for the last nineteen hundred 
years?” : 

Sherwood Eddy writes: ‘Others 
may speculate and better define, but 
I have known Him in my own soul, 
since first | knew what life was. And 
I have seen Him saving wrecked hu- 
manity in a score of nations in many 
religions among all classes and con- 
ditions of men. I have little interest 
in metaphysical speculation and no 
craving for orthodox propriety, for 
myself as I face this man, I say with 
all the allegiance of my soul, my Lord 
and my God manifest in human life.” 

Jesus has supreme authority as our 
Lord and Master. 

“To whom shall we go for Thou 
hast the words of eternal life.’”’ He 
is not only our Saviour whom we 
trust for forgiveness but our Lord 
whom we are to follow with unre- 
served obedience. There is to be al- 


lowed no uncertain note in His spir- 
itual authority. 

Dr. Cornelius Woelfkin in 
panding Horizons,” writes: 
never said a word to correct miscon- 
ceptions or to enlighten: His age in 
matters of physical science. For 
such acumen men had a sufficient po- 
tential equipment. He would not be 
the minister of a renaissance in that 
field.

Jockey, and under many other aliases. 
Diaset and Gagnoli already had been 
convicted in this country and sentenc- 
ed to from forty to sixty .years in 
prison.

adventure. After he had escaped

When he was dis- 
covered he asked to be allowed to 
work his way to New York. 

‘Tl worked a few months in New 
York,’”’ he continued, ‘‘and then got a 
job in the Shattuck home through an 


agency. I was suspected at various 
times of theft, notably when Mrs. 
Shattuck lost a necklace, and also 


when she missed some silverware. I 
decided to quit. I took some jewelry 
along with me and sold it in Call- 
fornia. 

“Then I was a stowaway again, on 
a ship that took me to Santa Maria, 
Colombia, where I opened a gambling 
den. Falling ill a few months later, 
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I returned to New York, 
worked. In 1919 I returned to 
France as a stowaway. I! lived two 
years with my sister and then return- 
ed to America.’ 

The prisoner was asked by the 
judge who was conducting his prelim- 
inary examination if he had not been 
afraid of arrest. 

“No,” replied Mourey rather con- 
temptuously. “The American police 
are less diligent at searching out crim- 
inals than the French.” 

After the Shattuck robbery he went 
to Philadelphia, he said, and sold the 
jewels right and left. Then he fled 
south, crossed the Mexican border at 
El] Paso, and sold some more of the 
jewelry in Mexico. Then to Spain 
and back to his sister.
